Without these ships of commerce, should 
we become engaged in war with a first-class 
power, many of our major industries would 
ve crippled and the Navy itself would be 
hampered in its vital work of national de- 
fense. 

On our Navy—with its matchless record 
of never having suffered defeat even when 
the odds seemed overwhelmingly against it 
—we can rely with confidence, whatever un- 
suspected crisis we may be called upon to 
face in civilization’s uncertain future. Its 
accomplishments need no historical glamour 
—they speak for themselves. : 
But of our merchant marine—which is 
’ rgely nonexistent—we cannot speak with 
the same confidence, should American sea 
power be seriously challenged and American 
prosperity be consequently imperiled. As 
Capt. Gatewood said lately in an article on 
“American Destiny.” | 

Sea trade is open to the nations of the 
world and no business is more competi- 
tive. To be successful you must have 
ships that are at least equal to those of 
your competitor. England, Germany 
and Italy are building like mad fast 
ships, motorships, passenger ships. We 
are not building a single hull for foreign 
trade. The very few vessels that we 
are building are for our ‘com- 
The chief aim of our Navy is to protect 
American commerce, not only through keep-' 
ing our home ports safe from attack but 
also by affording safe ocean lanes for mer- 
chant ships engaged in carrying on our 
overseas trade. Our Navy cannot insure the 
continuity of our transactions with foreign 
countries in times of war if, as at present, 
the great volume of produ to and from 
American ports is carried foreign bot- 
toms. 

This is a question that the observance of 
Navy Day should rouse in every patriotic 
American heart. Does America require a 
merchant marine? Our wealth is estimated 


$10,000,000,000 annually, our freight bill for 
transporting this commerce is $600,000,000. 
Our prosperity is dependent on our ability 
to dispose of our surplus products in the 
world markets. Do we need a merchant 
marine? 

The Navy will do its part in the future as 
it has in the past in supplying our first line

ISASTER AT SEA 

While the sinking of the crack Italian 
liner Principessa Mafalda does not qualify 
as one of the major maritime disasters, the 
loss was sufficient to shock a world which 
had believed that inventive and constructive 
skill had removed most of the terrors of the 
sea. Accounts of the tragedy which took 
place off the coast of Brazil show, however, 
that it was not a mechanical but a mental 
failure that caused most of the loss of Hfe. 
In othe> words, most, if not all, those who 
were drowned might have been saved but 
for the incalculable factor of panic. A se- 
vere shock, followed by an explosion, oc- 
curred, and without waiting even to don 
life preservers many leaped. the rails into 
the sea. The staunchly constructed vessel, 
however, remained afloat for nearly four 
hours, a. d rescuing vessels, summoned from 
afar by radio, were able to take aboard 
nearly all of the 1208 passengers and crew 
that the liner carried. 
The radio operator remained at his post, 
as tradition of the sea requires, until the 
vessel was nearly ready to sink beneath. the 
waves. His name, therefore, will be added 
to a long list of heroes, of which Jack Binns 
was the pioneer. Presumably he was among 
the saved; the world can never have too 
many of men of that caliber. 
The mechanical cause of the accident is 
not yet clear, but apparently the vessel ran 
upon a reef and scraped most of her bottom 
off, just as the Titanic did when she struck 
an iceberg.

Germany, England and 
France have all experienced the complete 
lack of good faith with which the soviets 
sign treaties.
